PRODUCTION  NOTES 


UJhen  Anyone  Can  Whistle  opened  on  Broadway  ten  years  ago,  several  of  the 
critics  heralded  it  as  one  of  the  most  original  and  imaginative  musicals  New 
York  has  ever  seen.  For  example,  UJhitney  Bolton  wrote  in  The  Morning  Telegraph: 
"If  Anyone  Can  Whistle  is  a  success,  the  American  musical  theatre  will  have 
advanced  itself  and  prepared  the  way  for  further  freedom  of  now  old  and  worn 
techniques  of  points  of  view.  If  it  is  not  a  success,  we  sink  back  into  the 
old  formula  method  and  must  wait  for  the  breakthrough.  It  is  a  bright  first 
step  toward  a  more  enlightened  and  cerebral  musical  theatre,  a  musical  theatre 
in  which  that  kind  of  show  can  say  something  about  its  times  and  the  mores  of 
those  times." 

But,  unfortunately,  the  most  influencial  critics  (The  Times,  The  Tribune) 
were  decidedly  hostile  toward  the  show  and,  consequently,  it  closed  after  a 
total  of  nine  performances.* 

During  the  past  few  years,  however,  there  has  developed  a  genuine  interest 
in  the  show,  especially  on  the  college  campuses.  There  are  perhaps  two  main 
reasons  for  this;  first,  an  interest  in  the  development  of  Sondheim's  technique 
and  style  which  has  led  to  his  present  creative  forms  (Company ,  F ollies ,  A  Little 
Night  Music)  and  second,  the  premise  of  the  musical  is  quite  relevant  to  the 
attitudes  of  our  contemporary  society,  especially  in  light  of  our  recent  political 
and  economic  crises. 

Tonight's  production  is  staged  within  the  framework  of  a  circus  midway  repre¬ 
senting  a  zany,  cockeyed  world  in  which  the  "Cookies"  appear  to  be  the  only  sane 
members  of  the  community  where  political  corruption  and  economic  strife  create 
an  ugly,  bitter  citizenry.  Like  all  of  us,  they  want  and  need  a  miracle.
